The exact location of a specially con 
structed arona will not be announced 
until later, but selection of the site will 
be confined to Atlantic City, Newark or 
Jersey City

noon by T«x Rickard, who will have 
sole control of the airangements and 
presentation of the match 
Rickard will inspect sites in all three 
cities during the next few days 
Where 
ever located the arena, which vvill seat 
at least 50 000 spectators will be within 
a short distance of New York and ac 
cessible by all means of transportation 


The gross gate receipts will be divid- 


ed on a basis of 60 per cent to Dempsey 
and 40 per cent to Carpentier 


Under the New Jersey state boxing 
law, the bout cannot exceed 12 three 
minute rounds and should both boxers 
be on their feet at the termination of 
the match, no official decision can be 
rendered 
The amphi theater will be one of the 
largest ever built for open air boxing 
exhibition 
It will be three times the

RUSSIAN NOBLES 


LIVE IN SQUALOR 


Ragged and Unkempt, They 


Are Crowded in Disease 


Ini'ested Camp. 


Few Save Jewels and Medals 


Mementos of Former 


Grandeur. 


Ragusa, Jugoslavia.—-Friends of the 


late Czar Nicholas, members of the 
upper crust of society of imperial Rus- 
sia, princes, dukes, generals and bar- 
ons are living in squal or in camps in- 
fested with typhus and typhoid here 
and at Cattaro Bay, on the Dalmation 
coast. 
Altogether they constitute a group 


of about 1.500 of the refugees brought 
out from the Crimea when General 
Wrangell's anti-Bolshevik 
army 
col- 


lapsed and who have since been scat- 
tered about the Balkans. 
Vestiges of their former 
imperial 


grandeur peep out from 
their rags 


when costly jewels saved in their flight 
from the Bolshevists are brought out 
from the recesses of the old bundles 
composing their dirty, unkempt bag- 
gage. Princes, princesses and generals 
sleep on nard cement floors and barely 
manage to exist on the meaner allow- 
ance of food doled out to them. Their 
costly furs, once exuberant, but now 
scant and worn almost hairless, show 
the former riches of their owners. 
The Associated Press correspondent 


visited several barracks of old forts and 
airplane hangars where the Russians 
•ire Quartered. Generals could be seen 
in tatters waiting their turns for ra- 
tions ar.d eating soup and stew out of 
mess tins and then' filling up on black 
bread. Their uniforms carried the in- 
signia of imperial Russia with strings 
of medals across their breasts. Cos- 
sacks stood around in threadbare re- 
galia of the old regime, wearing dilapi- 
dated astrakhan hats and tunics in- 
tended for British soldiers, while their 
riding boots were torn and ragged from 
long use. 


The clothing of the women consisted 


of relics of better days. Some wore rid- 
ing boots, the last foot wear left from 
what once had been an extensive ward- 
Persian rugs which they had been able 
robe. 
Some carried in their baggage 


to save on their long pilgrimage. Once 
they become well enough acquainted 
with a visitor, they offer for sale such 
jewelry as they still posses, so as to 
tide themselves over this period of dis- 
tress. 
Some of the women had linen 


bearing the imperial arms. 


Prince Tchaohofsky, formerly owner 


of several immense estates in Russia 
considers himself the most lucky of the 
refugees for he has managed to obtain 
•\ job tending bees for which he receives 
the equivalent o.f .'.o cents a day. 
The 


only clothing he owns is a convaios- 
•ent's suit, shoos and underwear is- 
sued by tho American Rod Cross..

Mme Ruohloff, daughter of one 


of the Czar's ministers and wife of a 
Colonel of tho Imperial Guards who was 
murdered by the Bolshevists, is mak 
ing buttonholes in an effort to keep 
up aopearances and save herself and 
children from starvation. 
The Amor 
'can Red Cross is aiding her by giving 
•in allowance of milk, shoes, etc., to hoi- 
children. 
Many of the Russians who are artists 


or dancers have organized an opera bal- 
let to travel in Jugoslavia. The corre- 
spondent saw ono performance and it 
wa^i well done, the work of real artists. 
Some of tho oper.i singers among tho 
refugees are making a living by touring 
^10 small towns hereabouts. To tho 
Correspondent, who was riding in a 
small automobile, ono of th" Russians, 
said: "Tour machine is not worth riding 
in. 
I once owned four cars and yours 


was not in their claps, but now the Bol- 
shevists have, got them all." 


Xone of the 1,500 refugees seemed 


to mind the typhus although there 
were 100 cases among them and an- 
other 301 ill in hospitals. 
American 


destroyers have brought to the Rus- 
sians such instruments and medicines 
as I'nfted States naval vessels in those 
waters could spare and the American 
Rod Cross has generously supplied them 
with drugs.

Tokio.—Morphine brought from the 


United States every year to Japan for 
re-export to China amounts roughly to 
65,000 pounds, Baron Fujimura, raising 
the question of the opium traffic Hi 
China, aserted at a session of the Bud- 
get committee of the House of Peers. 


It is impossible under existing condi- 


tions. Baron Fujimura said, for China 
to prevent the importation of opium 
and morphine and the Chinese are com- 
pelled to endure terrible sacrifices in 
consequence. 


A large quantity of morphine is 


brought every year to Kobe from En- 
and, said the Baron, as well as from 
India and other places. It is re-export- 
ed 
from here to Tsingtao and to 


Kwangtung. 
The Japanese Government-General pf 


Kwantaung derives a revenue of Y. 
3,000,000 (about $1,500,000) every year 
thiough opium. Baron Fujimura said. 
Under these circumstances, he declared, 
it is not surprising that the Chinese 
charge the Japanese government with 
conniving at this nefarious trade. 


Such a state of affairs is inexcusable, 


whether viewed from the standpoint of 
humanity or from that of international 
relations, declared the Baron, and he 
asked what the government had to say 
on the matter. 


In reply Mr. Tokonami, the home 


minister, said that the government has 
been controlling the opium traffic Ih 
accordance with provisions of the Opiutn 
Law of 1919. This law required that 
all those who exported opium should 
first obtain the permission of the home 
minister. The home office allowed tio 
permits for the exportation of narcotics 
except tinder the condition that they 
were to be used solely for pharmaceuti- 
cal purposes. On account of persistent 
ta'k regarding the smuggling- of opium. 
the government framed a new law In 
December which came into operation 
at the beginning of January. It was 
hoped, he said, that -this would pre- 
vent the smuggling alleged to be going 
on -in the past years. 
Count Uchida. the foreign minister, 


supplementing- the home minister's ex- 
planation, said that Japa,n signed the 
international opium treaty of 1912. but 
has not ratified it. As the treaty will 
begin to operate from this year, how- 
ever, the government, he said, is deter- 
mined to exercise strict control over 
the trade in onium.
